The trial was postponed for sev- 
eral days in the expectation that he would 
recover, but as he did not show improve- 


ent the trial judge declared that the trial

MsaAHANEY AND JAMES ORESS 
LOVED MARY REED. 


Mahaney Says He Killed Cress in 
Maries County, Mo., and He Will 
Be Tried for the Crime Afte? 

a Chase of Seven Years. 


Adolph Mahaney, a remarkable fugitive, 
who, with the charge of murdering his 
friend hangtnmg over his head, has eluded 
the law for seven years, was brought to 
St. Louis Saturday morning by Sherif 
Murphy of Watonga, Blair County, O. T., 
and lodged in Four Courts jail for safe 
keeping. 

Mahaney shot and killed James Cress 
under the most romantic circumstances at 
a country dance near Lane's Prairie, Ma- 
ries County, Mo., on Nov. 23, 1893. 

Jealousy is the motive ascribed to the 
slayer, who told the Post-Dispatch Satur- 
day morning that he was deeply enam- 
oured of Miss Mary Reed, a pretty country 
lass, and the daughter of a well-to-do farm- 
er of that county. 


To Avoid 
Danger of Lynching. 

Owing to the excitement caused by the 
capture of Mahaney it was deemed pru-

We left for Denver 
when he was 15 vears of age. One cause for 
the trouble he has given me has been his 
frequent disappearance. He would go away 
as suddenly as he left Cleveland, without 
any apparent cause, and it would be a long 
time before I would hear from him.
